DEBTOR RELIEF 


Last Saturday we carried a brief editorial 
suggesting a moratorium on debts. We noie 
that in Arizona a discretionary real estate mort­ 
gage foreclosure moratorium became a 
law. 
It was passed through both houses, and re­ 
ceived the signature of the governor in leas 
than an hour. 
We have not yet seen the pro­ 
visions of the bill. 
While with the relief that is afforded the 
banking institutions of the country, moratori­ 
ums will undoubtedly he granted debtors of the 
banks, and of other financial institutions that 
can do so. yet there are thousands of people 
who are debtors, but not debtors of the banks. 
Private mortgagees are more difficult to deal 
with in many situations than are financial in­ 
stitutions which are the mortgagees. 
There should be some protection afforded in 
these cases. 
The creditor has l*een, of course, 
in a difficult situation, but we cannot see why 
the private creditor is in as bad condition as 
the bank or mortgage loan company. Locallv, 
taking it by and large. Orange county lias been 
singularly free from misery caused by fore­ 
closures. 
Nearly all of our financial institutions have| 
made it a policy to help and protect the bor­ 
rower. 
Any aid which the financial institution 
has received in Orange county, when passed 
in turn on to it> debtors, simply makes the bank 
a medium through which the debtors receive 
assistance. 
I here should be some way imme­ 
diately had for the protection of those who are 
dealing, not with fhe banks, but with individ­ 
uals who may use their advantage to the harm 
of the debtor. 


We note that some pi- pie are urging the 
; folks to “ stand by the President.” W e wonder 
why they are saying this. The truth is we never 
' thought there was anybo ly who wouldn't stand 
by the President if these folks didn’t make this 
suggestion. We ¡ire almost afraid that they want 
to raise some doubt as to whether we should 
¡or not. 
What else is there to do when a man’s house 
is burning up. and the firemen are putting out 
I the fire, and then somebody yells ou t: “ Stand 
by the firemen"?

THE SPAN OF LIFE DWINDLING 


Despite the general impression that the span 
of human life is being extended by reason of 
preventive medical and sanitary measures, here 
comes the disquieting and disillusioning report 
that it is actually dwindling. 
It is true that the 
conquest of infectious diseases has added about 
20 years to the expectancy of infant and eark 
adult life. 
It does not apply to those beyond 
50 years of age. 
J he diseases that have taken a heavy toll of 
older life reflect the deadly character of modern 
life a? it affects those who are in the thick of 
business and social activities. 
Among these, 
in 19 3k 280,881 died of heart disease; cancer, 
118,141; nephritis (Bright's disease), 104,119 : 
cerebral hemorrhage, 9 9 .3/6 ; diabetes, 24,357; 
arterior sclerosis, 21,027. 
These diseases all result from the strain of 
modem life on the physical and nervous as­ 
sets of men. 
They include fully one-half of all 
the deaths of the >ear. They are largely char­ 
acteristic of the American population, and in­ 
dicate clearly the terrible effects upon health. 
One reads the obituaries of outstanding busi­ 
ness men in the daily press, and so many of 
them are only in the forties to the fifties,and 
a little beyond. 
"I he man beyond 
is losing in the fight 
against the type of ate our modern civilization 
c successful 
man of business. 
Thi* is the choice that the successful business 
man has to make, whether he will live life 
leisure!} and be satisfied with a mild success, or 
whether he will spend his energy lavishly and 
b-rn out prematurely to achieve success of a 
higher kind in his chosen business or profes­ 
sion.
